THE DAY THAT CHANGED GREEN MOUNTAIN SCHOOL FOREVER 


March 13, 2020 at 1:30 PM Governor Jay Inslee announces the closure of all 
schools in the State of Washington through April 27, 2020 in response to the 
COVD-10 Pandemic. At 2:00 PM Mr. Vogeler calls an all school assembly to share 
this news with students and staff. The immediate response from many students 


|” 


was “no school for three weeks, Woo Hoo!” However, for others it meant the 
cancellation of Green Mountain’s Cispus Outdoor School trip which brought tears 
and words of anger. It also meant a closure of a place that allows students a 
place of consistency and security. By the time students loaded the busses at 2:50 
PM the elation over no school for three weeks had changed to goodbyes, 
exchanges of phone numbers and addresses, and tears among students as well as 3 


staff. This is a historical event that students will remember forever. 


Skip forward to April 6". The Governor announces that schools will be closed for 
зі the rest of the school year and are to provide learning opportunities for students 
through June 19" using a distance learning model. That meant providing 


instruction on-line. What did that mean for Green Mountain Families when most 
а families do not have internet powerful enough for оп line learning platforms? d 
What about access to multiple sources of technology? Mr. Vogeler set in motion a 
plan that would remove these barriers for our families. Classroom computer carts | | 
цу | were dismantled and school computers were distributed to our families who 

=| needed them. In addition it was decided that teachers would begin creating and 
videotaping new learning content for students. The videos would be accessible 
through the Green Mountain School website and downloaded to jump drives so 
students without internet could watch the lesson and participate in new learning. 


The entire Green Mountain staff rose to the challenge. Teachers began 
ОС participating in weekly collaboration meetings deciding the best way to produce 


quality video lessons and support materials. Para-educators, administrators and 
office staff worked together to design a process for organizing and delivering 
learning packets to students, while establishing a process for disinfecting any 


materials that were delivered to or returned from families. 


As | write this, we are in Week 4 of distance learning and І can’t express enough 
how exceptionally cooperative and supportive our GMS staff, students and 


families have been working through this unprecedented time in education.
